control of the patient using the same.

Poetsmouth, Va., Oct, 10, 1831
Gkntlkmkn: The U. S. frigate Savannah,

Lapt. H. N. Pugc, of whose arrival in Hampton
1 yesterday informed you, came up this

morning in tow of tlio steamer Engineer, Sail¬
ing-master Oluistead, to the anchorage off tlie
.Naval Hospital, and exchanged salutes with the
commandant of this station. By the way, in
speaking of this gallant little steamer (the En-
gineei) 1 would remark, that there is no vessel,
probably, in the navy, that renders more actual
service to the Government than does this little
boat, her energetic commander, and men ; ever
ready at a moment's notice to perform any duty
tho wants of the service require, either by towing
their ships to and from the anchorage, or the
Roads.a service heretofore performed by pri¬
vate enterprise at an exorbitant cost to the Gov¬
ernment.taking freights from the yard to the
Baltimore or Washington station, bringing drafts
of seamen from the latter place, supplying the
shipping about fitting out for sea with water
from the canal, which is now performed in a
few hours by hitching on the tank and proceed¬
ing to the locks. And all of this is now per¬
formed at an expense that is merely nominal
when compared to former outlays for similar
services. This arrangement, showing wisdom
and economy of the greatest order, is due to
that gallant old salt, Commodore Sloat; to whom
a so may he attributed tlio vast improvements
his energy and zeal have accomplished in the
(<osport Navy Yard: and of which, at a future
time, I intend to give you some account in detail.

1 he steam-frigate Powhatan, one of the four
first-class steamers authorized by an act of Con¬
gress some years antecedent to this time, is
lying at the yard, and progressing at the usual
gait, i. e., as slow as possible. When completed
(if ever) this vessel will be among the noblest
specimens of navnl architecture of which it is so

deservedly our pride to boast. To-day the op¬
eration of stepping her masts and bowsprit is
.eing performed, which suggests the presump¬
tion that we may yet one day, though it be dis¬
tant, sec in motion those huge engines, which,
Irom the time consumed in their construction!
would warrant us in concluding will be worthy
so noble and symmetrical a hull as is the l'ow-
lifttan's.
The frigate Columbia has been thoroughly

repaired to her water lines, newly coppered,
and filled up in good style. Her interior ar¬
rangements are commodious, and yet no wa«te
of room is manifested. The old commodore that
gels her will feel proud of his command.

1lie sloop-of-war Levant is now in the dock
undergoing a thorough repair, also, from her
kelson to her decks. When completed, she
will, in most respects, be equal to a new ship,
^he is one of the old sloops built under the
immediate dictation of the board of naval com¬
missioners; and though, in point of sailing
rjualitles she was considered equal to any of
the others similarly constructed, yet the great
improvements mntle in this branch of science
have thrown all of theso old models out of the
pale of consideration. If, however, she had
been lengthened, by throwing into her ccntre
some twenty or twenty-five feet, (the advantage
of which has been fully realized in the ease of j
the sloop Yincennes, of the same brood,) she
might < veil now be considered a tolerable sailer.

The linc-of-battle-ships Delaware and Colutn-
bus, and the frigates United States and Constel¬
lation, are lying here in ordinary, with no pros¬
pect of being soon fitted for sea. What a pity
that these two frigates, whose historical adven¬
tures arc replete with events that are a pride
to evtry American lircast, and whose reputa¬
tion is world-wide, should be allowed to lie in
our harbor and moulder away, as though tho
great and glorious deeds of their gallant crews
had been numbered among the things that were
once hut arc now no more remembered.

Terrible Akkra y at Little Rock..A ir.S.Senator one of the Actora !.A terrible and dis¬
graceful street-fight occurred at Little Hock,Arkansas, a few days ago, in which two editors,
a U. S. Senator, a Sheriff', and a State Auditor,all figured prominently. The Little Rock Man¬
ner thus details the facts:

While standing at the corner of the AnthonyHouse in this city, the editors of this paper
were simultaneously attackud by Benjamin F.
Danley, the sheriff of this county, C. 0. Dan-
ley, auditor of the State, ffm. Danley, a steam¬
boat engineer, and Solon Borland, U. S. Senator.
The attack was made upon Mr. Whiteley byBenjamin F. Danley and (J. C. Danley, strikingat him with heavy bludgeonB, botli at the same

instant. Whiteley fired a pistol at Benjamin F.
Danley without effect, and, closing with him,succeeded itt wrenching from him his stick, and
with it beat him to the ground ; during this
time C. C. Danley was striking hiin (Whiteley)
on the back part of the head with a heavy cane.
Whiteley, upon turning to ward off" the blows
of C. C. Danley, was shot in the right breast by
a pistol ball from B. F. Danley.Di the meantime Mr. Reardon, who had taken
no part in the affray, was seized from behind
by Solon Borland, twisted to the ground, and
disarmed. Borland held him down and choked
him, with a pistol presented at his head, until
pulled loose by Gordon N. Peay, esq. As Mr.
Reardon was being raised from the ground,William Danley, coining up behind him, dealt
him a blow on one side of the head with a
heavy stick, which left him apparently lifeless.
When this feat was accomplished, the engineerand the honorable Senator joined their com¬
panions (the Auditor and Sheriff) in their mur¬
derous assault upon Whiteley, which' was con¬
tinued with murderous ferocity until be fell,
exhausted by the lierceness of their attack and
the wound he had received in the outset.
When the bystanders, shocked with the cow¬

ardly inhumanity of the proceeding, sought to
prevent the cold-blooded murder of a man no

longer capublo of resistance, they wero hurled
aside by Borland, with pistol in hand, who con¬
tinued then even to cry out to his confederates,
"Shoot him! kill him! kill him! !"

It is due to Mr. Whiteley to state that be
only saved his life by a most desperate resist¬
ance to the combined attack; that though as¬
sailed from every quarter in front, one from be-
hiud, by sticks, knives, and pistols, and de¬
fending himself under every disadvantage, (his
right arm being rendered useless by the pistol
ball,) he never so far forgot himself as to fetrike
Captain C. C. Danley, the cripple, though ho
had frequent opportunities to have felled him
to the ground.
Death ok Francis Dodge, Sr., Ksq..This

gentleman, for the larger part of half a century
distinguished amongst the merchants and busi¬
ness men of this District, died on Wednesday
evening at his residence in Georgetown. For
several months past his former steady good
health had been gradually declining, and his
system showed, by its tendency to dropsical
forms of disease, that nature was fast failing.
He underwent the usual alleviating measures
in such eases with temporary advantage, but
tlio seat of the disease was beyond human reach,
compelling even a well kept constitution, aided
by the best medical skill, to succumb before its
assults.

Mr. Dodge, by the exercise of a most clear
native perception, unexcelled regularity in at¬
tention to business, an admirable judgment in
whatever appertained to mercantile, financial,
or social economy, and the maintenance through¬
out life of an unimpaired credit all over this
and even in most other commercial countries,
acquired a high standing which he kept to the
last moment of his being.

lie leaves behind hiin a large and highly re¬

spectable family of both sexes, all well and
wisely brought up, and proving by their fair
position in life how practically valuable were
those lessons whose enforcement was not left to
mere precept, but ever and uudeviatingly held
up by a most consistent example. Mr. Dodge
was attached to the Presbyterian church in
Georgetown, of which be was a regular attend-
ant till his last illness, and always a firm sup-1
porter, lie died in the G'Jth year of his age.

Low Farco.lllglt Receipt*.

To the Editors of the American Telegraph.
Gentlemen : I um rejoiced to see the Tele-

graph take ground against the exorbitant ratea
of fare charged on passengers between Balti¬
more and Washington. A reduction is de¬
manded not only by a regard for the rights of
the traveling public, but by the interests of
the railroad company. Experience has demon¬
strated that low fares increase travel, and con¬
sequently the receipts. The charge on the
road from here to Baltimore is at the rate of
4} cents per mile, counting it forty miles to
Baltimore. This is double what it ought to be.
One dollar per passenger will abundantly paythe company for their outlay. Why is it that
at the North not more than three cents permile, and in many instances but two cents permilo, is charged? Many persons suppose that
at this latter rate the companies would bo
ruined; but such is not the case. On the con¬
trary, they make more than they did at a higher
rate. This is not theory, but stubborn facts.

It is impossible always to
prevent sudden violation of law, but by holding
the delinquents to a strict accountability such
outrages will become much less frequent."
